Nor can we contain our ſelves from declaring to the World, that our hopes and expeGations therefrom are 
not begot by ſome ayery notions of a groundlefſle fancy, but created in us by the ſtrength of a well tempered rea- 
ſon, ſupcradded unto our former experiences of you ;-Eſpecially now fince your moſt puiſſant wiſedome hath in 
the revolutions of a few dayes cfte&ed that towards tte reſtauration of great Brittaines Liberties, which the 
continuall ſtrugling and hot conteſts of abovetwelve yeares were never able to accompliſh, we meane, that 
abſolute conqueſt you have lately made of thoſe ( till now  untameable Lyons of the Army, that had (as it 
were) transformed the peoples freedome and liberties into their proper tood and prey ,which to eat up and de- 
vour, theſe moſt inhumane Monſters have boaſted to be the glory and crownoof all their victories. *Tis in- 
credible to demonſtrate with whac a reſurreion of life and joy, the almoſt dead and Jately deſponding ſpirits of 
the Nations are now quickened and tranſported to behold you the Champions of their liberties thus gallantly 
ro have captivated their horrid captivity,and to obſerve the Day-ſtar of their freedome (to long benighted with \
